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OCTAVIAN CAESAR

Octavian Caesar, first emperor of Rome, should have been a 
happy man. By the time he had acquired the title Augustus, he 
was, for all practical purposes, master of the Western world. But 
already frustration had bitten deep into his psyche. Though he 
had the glory of defeating Egypt, the greatest prize of the 
campaign eluded him. Cleopatra, whom he had dreamt of 
dragging through the streets of Rome in ignominious chains, 
had slipped away from friend and foe alike. The finality of her 
departure ruined his Triumph. 

As emperor, Ausustus worried a lot. His immediate family 
caused him despair enough, but he had a good deal of trouble 
with outsiders, too. Like generals. Once he began delagating 
leadership of the military establishment, Augustus viewed the 
whole structure with great distrust. His churlish attitude toward 
his officers was a blow to morale and an effront to martial 
dignity. Discipline was savage at all levels, which may have 
contributed to the festive air of service in Gaul and Germany. 
Aside from occassional State visitations, the Army was beyond 
the immediate reach of the Emperor. The resulting carelessness 
of the happily relaxed General Quintillius Varus caused the 
massacre of three legions in the Teutoberg Forest. Hach 
regiment had for its insignia a large golden eagle on a staff, and 
these standards too were captured. The whole episode nearly 
cost Augustus his sanity. He took to his bed, neither shaved nor 
cut his hair for months as a sign of mourning, and was 
unapproachable on affairs of State. Eventually he recovered, 
but so traumatic had the experience been that forever afterward 
all military standards loomed somewhat larger than life to him. 
Despite the many monumental accomplishments of his career, 
including towering feats of administration involved in 
organizing a new empire (particularly difficult since he tried to 
make it look like a new Republic), Augustus clung to the 
Golden Eagle Fixation. Any eagles would do, even the 
collection captured from Crassus by the Parthians many years 
before. When Augustus reclaimed them through diplomatic 
channels, reinforced by a little saber-rattling, the event was 
treated as a major coup. Stone monuments were erected,

commemorative coins were struck, official proclamations filled 
the air, and Augustus placed the recovered eagles in the temple 
of Mars Ultor to the accompaniment of the ancient equivalent 
of Ruffles and Flourishes. 

Though proclaimed a god after his death, in life Augustus 
had no illusions about his own mortality. He tried, with a 
persistance bordering on desperation, to choose an heir. His 
only child was a daughter, Julia, whose conduct was such a 
disgrace that he ordered her exiled. Adoption was the only 
course left, but to his sorrow each of his choices died during his 
life-time, leaving him finally with his step-son Tiberius. 
Augustus considered this to be scraping the bottom of the 
barrel, but he had no alternative. 

History bears out his opinion of Tiberius, suggesting that the 
meloncholy man, given to extremes of tactical brilliance and 
personal spleen, became an equally bitter ghostly sperit. The 
unhappy essence of the Diefied Augustus must have hung like a 
disapproving pall over the empire he left so reluctantly at the 
age of seventy-six.

There is a certain group of coins in the later Roman Empire 
that regularly causes a good deal of distress to collectors. Within 
it is a long run of similar names and obverse legends, further 
confused by family relationships produced by both blood and 
marriage. Constantine the Great is usually associated with this 
tangle, but actually it began with Diocletian and the era of 
change ushered in with his reforms. 

Because the administration of the Empire required two

emperors, Diocletian ruled the East from his capital in 
Nicomedia, and his associate Maximianus Herculius governed the 
West from Milan. Each of them named a second-in-command, or 
Caesar, who would some day become a full emperor in his turn. 
Diocletian chose Galerius Maximianus to assist him, and 
Maximianus Herculius adopted and immediately appointed as 
Caesar a promising young man, Constantius Chlorus. 

After twenty years of single and combined rule, both the 
senior emperors relinquished their offices and allowed Constan- 
tius and Galerius to become Augusti. It is from this point on

that near-duplication of names appears. As Galerius became 
Augustus, he married Diocletian’s daughter, Galeria Valeria. 
Maximianus, who had adopted Constantius when he became 
Caesar, now insisted on marriage to his daughter Theodora, thus 
becoming father-in-law as well as father. It made no difference 
that Constantius was already married to Helena, who had born 
him a son, Constantine. A divorce was arranged, Theodora 
became Constantius’s bride, and eventually they produced six 
children.

Two years after becoming emperor, Galerius gave the rank of 
junior Augustus (rather than Caesar) to Licinius, who five years 
later married Constantia, half-sister of young Constantine. To 
further muddy the waters, the other junior Augustus, paired 
with Constantius, was Maximinus II (known, too, as Daza), 
Galerius’s nephew. 

About the only way to clarify this maze of relationships is by 
chart or outline, just as the most entertaining way to collect the 
resulting coins is by families. In bronzes the coinage is plentiful, 
has survived in good condition, and is relatively inexpensive. 
Almost every collector of ancients has had, at one time or

another, several of the common coins linked to this group, but 
has either found it difficult to unravel the genealogy involved or 
has been unaware of it. Not only are the rulers many and varied 
for such a short period of time, but so are the mints and mint 
marks. Gold and silver are scarce in these issues, but bronzes are 
not, running from the large folles to second and third bronzes. 
The span of years beginning with Diocletian’s ascension to the 
throne in 284 A.D., is short: Julian II (the Apostate), who was 
married to Constantine’s daughter Helena, and was himself 
Constantine’s nephew, closes the era with his death in 363 A.D. 
An even more compact group could start with the coinage of 
Constantine, who became Caesar in 306, and end with the death 
of his last reigning son, Constantius II, in 361. 

Only the major characters are mentioned here; there are 
many more in various categories, such as siblings, mates, an 
assortment of minor relatives, and a few serious contenders for 
power. Personalities aside, the study of the nineteen mints 
involved is a fascinating approach, too. Each of these had 
several work-shops, or officinae, with the result that a coin 
pattern might be turned out with the identifying letters of a 
single mint, followed by a designation for one of as many as five 
different officinae. Sets of whole runs of these may be 
assembled and comparison made of styles and artistic variations. 

No matter how arranged, the whole problem is quite a 
challenge.

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A REPLY: 
THE MISSING LINK’

Under the above title it was postulated that the Ikilik (2 
piastres) of Abdul Hamid I (1187-1203 H/1774-1789) is a 
Yuzluk. May I be permitted to present some pertinent facts on 
the subject. 

M. Belin2 wrote the following under the year 1203 H 
(1788/9), describing the financial difficulties of the Ottoman 
Empire: “...De plus, et vu la rarete du numeraire, l’usage des 
ustensiles d’or et d’argent fut interdit, et il fut prescrit aux 
particulieres de porter au ‘zarb-khane,’ qui leur payerait le prix, 
a raison de 10 paras la drame d’argent pur, et de 6 ghouroush et 
30 paras le ‘mithqal’ d’or, tous les objets et ustensiles d’argent 
en leur possession, sauf le cachet et les armes. Un autre decret 
imperial disposa qu’avec ces matieres on frapperait une monnaie 
dite ‘djedid-ikilik’ nouvelle piece de 2 piastres = 80 paras, 
alteree d’un cinquieme, c’est a dire ayant 64 paras environ de 
valeur intrinseque, et 16 de surelevation, ou credit fait au coin 
dont elle portait l’empreinte.” ... (Translation: ... Further in 
view of the shortage of money, the use of utensils of gold and 
silver was forbidden. Private individuals were ordered to bring 
all objects and utensils of gold and silver in their possession to 
the mint,.against payment of 10 paras for the dirhem pure 
silver, and 6 piastres and 30 paras for the mitkal of gold, seals 
and arms excepted. Another Imperial decree ordered to strike 
from these materials a coin called ‘“‘Jedid-ikilik”’ ‘“‘new piece of 2 
piastres = 80 paras. This coin was debased by 1/5, i.e. having an 
intrinsic value of about 64 paras, or 16 paras above or gain 
against the denomination of the coin.) 

This description by Belin is based on the history by Cevdet3. 
From the above there seems to be no doubt that the name 
‘Ikilik’ was officially decreed. 

With regards to the names of Ottoman coins, it is always 
safest, to use the names mentioned by Turkish authors who 
base them in many cases on what can be found in the writings 
of the Imperial historians. The basic reference is the catalog by 
Ismail Galip4. It should be noted that from the time of Bayezid 
II (886-918 H/1481-1512) there was always an Imperial 
historian at the court of the sultanS.

The weight of Ottoman coins was based on the dirhem of 
weight (dirhem wazn) of 3.207 g. Coins were struck al marco’, 
i.e. from a given quantity of alloy a fixed number of coins was 
struck, thus the weight of individual coins differed from the 
theoretical weight. The coins of Abdul Hamid I were supposed 
to have a weight of 6 dirhems to the kurus (= 40 paras), other 
denominations of course in appropriate relation. Most coins are 
underweight. The Ikilik, however, was at once struck at 80% of 
the standard as outlined above. 

Sultan Selim III ascended the throne on 11 Rajab 1203 (17 
April 1789). His first coins were struck at the same weight 
standard as those of Abdul Hamid I. The tughra read ‘Han Selim 
bin Mustafa el muzaffer daima’. The first change was that of the 
tughra to ‘Selim Han bin Mustafa el muzaffer daima’; this issue 
includes the Ikilik. The next change was the reduction of the 
weight standard to 4 dirhems to the kurus, for all coins, 
including the Ikilik. A new coin, the Yuzluk (100 paras) was 
struck according to the same reduced standard. All these 
changes took place in the first regnal year of Selim Il. A 
detailed list of these changes has recently been published by the 
writer6. The Ikilik in the heavier weight with the first tughra 
has so far not been reported, i.e. there may be a further coin to 
be added to the discussion. The first tughra of Selim III is 
shown in fig. 1 on the kurus’. This tughra does not appear in 
the original article. 
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It is unlikely that the denomination of a coin of nearly 
identical design could have been changed on such short notice 
in an empire of such extensions, with a large illiterate 
population. There were no newspapers at that time in the 
Ottoman Empire or other means of speedy communications. To 
quote an example from v. Hammer®: Serez in Macedonia, a 
journey of 14 days from Constantinople.

A CHRISTIAN GOLD COIN — POSTSCRIPT 


May I be permitted to comment on the historical events 
mentioned under the above heading in the September issue of 
the Numismatic Messenger. 

Jerusalem was in the hands of the Ayubids after its capture 
by Saladin on 2 October 1187. It was returned to the Franks by 
the agreement of 18 February 1229 between the Emperor 
Frederic II (Hohenstaufen) and the Ayubid Sultan Al Kamil. 
However, at the end of 1239 it was seized by the Ayubid ruler 
of Transjordan, Al Nasir Daoud. On 2 October 1244 the fate of 
Jerusalem was decided in the battle at Herbiya. Damascus was 
all the time in Ayubid hands. Acre remained the centre of the 
kingdom of Jerusalem until its capture by the Mameluk sultan 
Al Malik al Ashraf Khalil on 18 May 1291. Conrad IV and 
Conradin were only titular kings of Jerusalem. Reference: John

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EGYPTIAN COINAGE 


The final stage of debasement of the Egyptian tetra- 
drachm came in the mid-3rd century, and was to remain 
until the change in the mint structure during the reign of 
Diocletian. These small flan “potin” tetradrachms were 
by this time almost entirely bronze, with only the slightest 
trace of silver remaining. It is as easy to see the decline 
in the Egyptian economy of the 3rd century, as it is in 
their Latin counterparts of the same period, the anton- 
inianus.
